Berlin, June 25.— The VosaJsohe Zai 
tung, apeaking of the asaasaination of 
Proaident Cornot, says: "It ia folly to 
charge Italy with the dead becauae the 
murderer ia; an Italian. If Franoe poiseased 
to-day Oeneral Boulanger, or a man with 
Oonoral Boulongor's popularity, without hia 
vaoillation, Europe would see a coup 
d'otat and a dictator. 

The Tageblat aaya : " M. Caraot waa 
the most correct and striotoab repre 
sentative of tl»eBOverelgaty.'bf tho people. 
Ho never ' courted the Chauviniat paaaion, 
but auoooeded in oonvertiag the Munaroh 
ista and tho Imperialists to tho Bepubllo 
Under hia proaidsucy Franca gained tho ad- 
miration and respect of all nationa." 

The Emperor wired an cxproaaion of hia 
condoIoDce to Mme. Curnot direst to Lyona 
thia morning. 

Paiiis, June 25. — When the sitting of tho 
chamber of doputiea cominonced ut 2:20 p.m. 
to-day, M. Cftsimir-Porier, proaident of tho 
chnmLior entered with a paper in hia hand. 
Immediately every peraon in tho chombcr 
waa on hia feet with bowed head, Tho 
president then road a letter from 
Premier Dupuy announcing tho tor- 
riblo crime at Lyons. AI. Caaimir- 
Porier pronounced to tho chamber 
an oulo(;y upon Preaident Carnot, and in 
tho courao of his romutka associated the 
Chamber with tho whole country in com- 
mon Borrow before tho tomb where diaap- 
peara a life of devotion and integrity. Ho 
then read tho Bummona of M. Challemol- 
L'loour, convening a congrcaa at Veraaillca 
on Wednoadsy for the purpose of electing a 
Prcaidout of the Republic. 

The Republican group in tho chamber of 
doputiea, 120 in number, have decided to 
vote for M, CiiBimir.Porier for president. 
The mombera of the extreme left had a 
meeting thia afternoon, M. Coblet presid- 
ing, and selootcd M. Briason us their can- 
didate. Tho Soci'aliat group have decided 
to bar tho way of any capitalist or , olerical 
candidate. The aenate groups are unde- 
cided, and are atill holding meetings. M. 
Leon Say ia mentioned as a candidate by 
Bomo of hia adherents. 

LYON.S, June 25. — C;ciario, the aoaaaain, 
ahowa not the slightest sign of agitation. 
Ho ta perfectly tranquil, and at times 
appears oareleas and even callous. He has 
admitted tbiat ihe,' had-'.fof some'} time' con- 
templated his orime. He prbdaoe'd to-day a 
programme of the Lyons festivities, giving 
the I^ealdent's ronte , thtongh . the city. 
Along the ronte he had'marked spots where 
be presumed he would have a chanoe to 
strike the fatal blotv.

Lattora from Japan received hero by the 
steamship Sikh atate that the whole country 
is in a tnrmoil of exoiteoient, and prepara- 
tions for war are advancing on every ' hand. 
No one thinks for a moment that Japan 
would dream ot reoaauring her strength 
againat that of China's countleaa millions 
unleaa aupportod by aome important Euro- 
pean power, and endless speculation is in- 
dulged in as to.the i^e%tity:of the ntysterions 
foro'e b-ehlritf fW%ri^?a ' 

The cmisa helli ia of conrae the Korean 
affair, rapidly developing into an insurrec- 
tion of largo proportions after Kim Ok 
Kiun's cruel aasaasination, It ia now learned 
that the leader of tho rebela,who have driven 
the butcher King of Korea from hia throne 
and are now marching upon Seoul, hia capi- 
tal (if thoy have not already entered it), ia no 
other than Kim Ok Kiun'a brother, Kim 
Pan Kiun, who took no part in the rebel- 
lion Btarted by hia brother ten years ogo, 
but who ainoo his murder haa emerged fro:n 
the priaou where for nine yeara he has been 
confined aa a political prisoner, and taken 
his placo aa the general of the avenging 
bands. He ia aaid to bo no less able than 
hia ill-fated brother, and to poaaeas magnetio 
infiaenoa over hia fierce followers. 

The latest' advices from tho scene of hos- 
tilities are to the effect that China has dur- 
ing, six months, past been sending her sol- 
diers inti> Korea in varions civilian disguises, 
until now she iias a force there of fully 10,- 
000 men. For these, 15,000, 'stand of arms 
and 200,000 rounds of ammnnition have just- 
been shipped on the Chinese warsliips, for. 
the ostensible use of tho Korean government. 

Tho telegraph wires from Seoul,, Jensiii 
and other Korean cities are under Chioeae 
control, and hence it is only oocaaionally 
that tho truth of tho aituatiou is allowed to 
alip through. Ameasage from Jonain which 
broke off abruptly at 9:20 a.fai., on Juno C, 
conveyed the information to Tokyo that one 
American, one British, two Chineao and 
one unknown foreign v.'arship wore there, 
and that tho Chinnsi cruisers had landed 
some 2.000 troops in marching order. Tho 
same telegram announced that Russian 
troops had crosaed the frontier to the num- 
ber of several thouaanda, and that the robela 
had entered Seoul, driving the Korean gov- 
ernment ofBoiala to Jensin. 

The Chinese government maintains that 
its only object in landing troops ia to ro- 
atoro and preaorve order, and that it will 
heartily 00-operate with Japan in thia 
direction. This contention ia, however, 
scoffed at in Tokyo and Yokohama, while 
the Japanese navy yards are workinc; night 
and day and Japanese soldiers are drliling' 
on every public square. 

Ou the day the mail loft Japan seven na- 
tive papers (including the Kichi Niohi, 
Kokaki, and Tokyo Asahi) were auapended 
under article 22 of the Press regulations, re- 
lating to the protection of ' the pnblio peace. 
At the same time a proclamation was issued 
bearing the aignaturea of Connta Oyama and 
Saigo— miniator of War and of the Navy — 
prohibiting all nowapapera and magazines 
throughout the empire from referring in any 
way to the movement 01 troops, diaolosing 
military or naval aeorota, or giving to the 
outside world any hint aa to tho plans or 
operations of tho army or navy of Japan, 
VVithin tho first week of ,Juno Japan 
equipped nine now men-of-war, including 
tho Yoahino Kan — her latest acquisition 
from tho Armstrong yards, which waa ac- 
cepted from tho guarantee engineer on 
June 6. 

COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 

Eighty Coal Miners Killed nt Pont-y-I'rldd. 

Cabdii i', Wnloa, June 25 — A terrible ex- 
plosion occurred Saturday afternoon in tho 
Albion colliery at Pont y-Pridd. Eighty 
minora wore killed either by tho exploaion 
or by falling earth and rock. Several partiea 
of voluntoera in tho work of rescue de- 
Bcendod into tho pit last evening. Kvery 
poeaiblo effort ia being made to sovo tho im- 
priaonod minora who are yet alive and to 
reeoue tho bodiea of the dead. A dozen or 
more boys are among the number en- 
tombed.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

Eugene Bernard Found Guilty of Trying to 
Drown Himself, 

Eugene Bernard came before Mr, Justice 
Walkem in tho Supremo court yesterday, 
for speedy trial, the charge being that of 
attempting to commit suicide on the 11th 
instant. The evidenco tended to show that 
ou that day Bernard had been drinking 
heavily, and after being in different saloons 
bad been gambling at the Bee Hive on Fort 
street, where ho lost about §100 which his 
employer had paid him for wages. About 
midnight he left the Bee Hive intending, as 
be said, to go to his home nn Fort street, 
and the first thing he said he remembered 
after that was finding himself in the water 
at the city end of the E. & N. bridge.' ' 

Constublea Ferduo and Palmer, who were 
commended by His Lordship for the credit- 
able manner In which, they ^jgave their evir 
denoe, stated that bearing cries of ' "I am 
dying" near tbe . .slip,.., ^at the 
bridge, they raii^ down ' there and 
found the prisoner a few. fee't-'from the 
water. He waa shonting "I; am dybig'i' I 
am going to die, and I will die." Ihey im- 
mediately took him in charge and the next 
doy.tho prisoner was committed for trial. 

There was evidence produced to show 
that Bsrnard on the 9 th of Ic^st May had 
been very drunk and noisy, or, os ono wit- 
ness put it, " crazy drunk." He had been 
arrested then and had attempted or feigned 
to attempt to strangle hiniaolf with his 
hind?, and in fact had beoomo so violent 
that he hid to bo handoutftd by tho polioo, 

Tho evidenco for the def"oc<4 was to the 
effect that Bernard was 20 ^ears of ago and 
had not been in the habit of drinking, but 
that ou one or two occasions when ho had 
drunk ho was violent and the usaistance of 
tho police had to bo obtained a couple of 
days btforo ttie last ocourronco by his bro- 
ther-in-law, with whom ho lived. 

Mr. Brlyoa, for the defence, urged that a 
cass of arunUen and disorderly oondoct was 
alono proved, for if liernard had really in- 
tended suicide ho would not have swum as 
ho did some L'O or ."iO fent to the slip to save 
himjolf. 

His Lordship held that tho oaao against 
tha prisoner was proved, and told the 
prisoner that the unfortunate ^condition in 
whioh he was now placed was the result 
ot excessive ijitemperanoe ; that drunken- 
ness as a' matter of law neither 
aggravated nor mitigated an offence ; 
that if drnnkennesa woro un ex- 
cuse, . as was now auggcalcd for 
the prisoner's conduct, it would bo in the 
same way an excuse for the doliberato mur- 
der or maiming of any person by un enemy 
who had u grudgo against him. No man 
had a right to take his own life ; it was 
contrary to both divino and municipal law, 
as tlio lifo was not hia, but that of his 
Miiker. Under tho peculiar oircun'iHtancoa 
of tl)i3 ciipe imniediuto punishmonl would 
not bo inlliclod, but bonds from two rcppon- 
siblo Burotles of l?200 eocli, together with 
the prisoner'a own reoogniziToes for double 
that sum, would bo reriuirod, upon tho con- 
dition that the prisoner should keop tho 
peso for twelve months and appear at any 
time for sentence when called upon. His 
Lordship spoke kindly to tho prisoner, and 
in such a way that no doubt his words will 
have duo effect. 

Mr, Powell appeared for the Crown, 
Tho o'XBo of George Cook, the proprietor 
of the Bee Hive.ohargsd as an outcome of the 
Bernard case with keeping a ootumon gam- 
ing house, will bo hoard in tho police court 
this morning.

-The pilrtynow'in power have practically held 
offlco for over eleven years. Their policy has 
been an Indoflnite one on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At the last gonoral 
election the Upposltion . advocated roiorni in 
tiiu land laws of the province, and have been 
ablo to make some Important chanKcs. 

Tho privilege of allowing flpoculatora and 
non residents to tako up l,irt<o truota of land 
has been taken away nnd tho lands ate now 
available for actual settlers. , 

By tho oflbrts of tho Opposition tho aBsoss- 
meui of wild land has boon much Improved! 
tho lid valorem principle ol assessment accord- 
ing to tho land value, Is now ih« law. 

There arc two uesentlnl matters yet to be car- 
ried out In connection with tlio encouraging of 
agriculture setilera. First, tho a.TvoyiDg of 
available lands! for such a Ipurposu and giving 
tho necessary information by thu Lands and 
Works Department; second, tho maklcg of 
roadR to such settlements, so that tho /armor 
may bo ablo to bring his produce to market— 
such a policy as this must bn adopted in order 
to develop and encourage thu farming Industry 
of our Province. Uy so doing wo ehall add 
much to our wealth and proaperlty. 

Tho railway policy of tho Oovornniont has 
not been a biislno.-b-liko ono. From the time of 
tho grant given lo tho Katiuunalt & Isanalnio 
llailway down to thn NaKuap & alocan deal, 
tho interca s ot tho Province and the woKaro 
of the people havo not boon well guirded. On 
tha one hand a corporation recelve.-i a largo 
subsidy and an iinnionso tract of land, free 
from taxation for ever ; on tho other, a prlvato 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to: the full, cost of tho road as well as In- 
terest on the same for twenty.fire ' years. One 
cannot but come to the concluiilon that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likolyto 
bring tho credit of tho Province Into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo deplored; 
but monopolIoB backed by Govfrnmont aid and 
support are often tho mout dilUeult to over- 
CO • 0. Govornnont aid to such an extent as 
has been given in tho inHtancea referred to 
precludes other roads from being assisted or 
built. As an instance ot tlUH wu recogni/,o tho 
dilllculty tho British i'acillc Hallway will havo 
In dealing with IhoKaquimalt&Nanaimo it-iU- 
way and Its existing rights. Thus by the actlbn 
of tho present Govorumont In tlie past it looks 
as if tho province were at the morov of ring- 
stors and monopolists who are despoiling the 
people of thoir heritage, 

I am opposed to tho executive using: Its power 
to make largo appropriations ot monoT by 
special warrant for loads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without llrst submitting such 10 
tho legiplaturo. Such a course of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with Iho princlplua of conatltuLlonal gov- 
ernment. 

1 navo advocated, and -.vlU continue to do so, 
the reduction of taxation on Imp ovoraontaand 
tho aboHtlonof taxes on mortttngcs. Tholattor 
impoBt proasos doubly bard upon the borrower, 
and tho repeal ot this law would bo In tho In- 
tornat and for the advancement of tho province, 

Tho practice followed on toe eve of a general 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by members of the executive should 
bo condemned, as It is attempting to bribe tho 
(Electors with their.own money. The indepetd- 
ont electors should answer this by sending men 
to the Legislaturo who will do their utmost to 
remove such mlnlttcrs from power. 

During the past four years legislation has 
been brought about, chlelly by tho Opnosltlon, 
in reforming the School Ijaw. The residents ot 
the cities have now greater power over thoman- 
ogemontof their schools, and more is yet desired 
in this particular. I shall use my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our Bohools may 
be free ot tut political Inlluoncca, 

I have also advocated further restriction on 
Gbineso immigration and tho employment of 
Chinese by any company seeking charters or 
grants from tho Legislaturo. I havo advocated 
and still maintain thataclaueo should bo in- 
serted In all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to provent the employment of this doss ot 
labor. .'ijjif -jj.'vj' ^ j .

I also hsTiaadyocated the necessity -of em* 
ploying residents ot the Province Instead of

1 hopo, bowciver, before long to have tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing the electors in public 
meotlng. at which tlma I will refer to matters 
more oxtonsivoly.

Good Prospects of Complete Govern- 
ment Snccess In City and 
Districts. 



Nanaimo, Juno 25.- (Special)— From now 
on until Jaly 7, political meotinga will bo 
tho order of tho day in the city and dia- 
triota. It may he taken for Rranted tliat 
theoonteata will be bard fougbb, though 
from all indications in a quito friendly man 
ner. A onrefal oonaldoration of the proa 
peota of the aeveral oAiididatea loada to a 
oonolasion very favornblo to the intereata of 
tho governnnent purty. In North Nanaimo 
Mr. John Bryden'a election ia a foregone 
conclusion; it ia cjueB^iotiai 1) whether Mr. 
Rilph Smith, deapiio hin udmltted ability 
and eloquencp, will aecuro onough votea lo 
eavB hia deposit. 

Now that Df. W»lk6m has the field to 
hiiuBelf in South Ninnimo his election may 
alao be reckoned on as a sure thing. TuUy 
Boyoe, the opponition candidate, will ob 
tain a majority of votea in the Five Aoro 
lots; in the uthor portiona of the diutrioi; he 
Cinnot rely upon a voto, whilst Dr. Walkcm 
is solid aniony tho fanners and has u good 
many frienda among tho mi-aers, 

The principal contest will ba ia town, 
where a oloao vote may bo expected. Mr. 
James McGregor ia gaining in favor every 
day." Hia speech at tho opposition meeting 
on Saturday night was a distinct succeas, 
proving conclusively that ho is well able to 
liiild hia own in debate. It is well known, 
or should be, that Mr. Keith ia 
extremely ' nupopular among quite a 
nnmeroaa seotions {of tho minera, aomo of 
whom have openly declared their hostility, 
: whilst (he reoiaiiier, the majority, will give 
espreaaion to their opinions ac the polls, 
notwithstanding this state of aifaira, it be- 
'hOTfia Mr.. McGregor and hia committee to 
work energetically during the next two 
weeke. 

A brief report of Saturday'a meeting in 
the Opera House appeared in Sunday's 
iaiue, but aomo further reference to tho 
Premier's remarks in reply tu'Iolly Boyce'a 
criticism of tho government's railroad policy 
niiy not ba amies. TuUy Boyoe denounced 
tha Canada Western railroad project princi- 
pally on the cround that it meant the giving 
away of 20,000,000 acres of land. He did 
not attack the railroad j)cr kc, the tend- 
ency of his remai ks being that no such grant 
a'lould be made in favor of any raiUo»d 
project. 

In hie reply the Premier dealt with the 
matter iu the same way. Hd argued that 
with land given in alternate sections — even 
to the extent oi 1^0,000,000 acres, or whatever 
the grant might happen to bo— assuming 
the particular railway project to ba one 
which was required in the public interest, 
then tho government could not adopt a bet- 
ter plan than to secure its construction by 
grants of land, particularly when such 
grants were in alternate sections ; that tho 
railway company would bs forced to adopt a 
liberal policy of disposing of the land, that 
in fact it would be in direct competition with 
the government owning tho adjoining sec- 
tions, to see which could adopt the moat 
liberal polioy, so as to secure the markets 

Vor 'the land ; that unless the railway com- 
pany oonld secure a market and sell and set- 
tle its lands the railroad moat end in disas- 
ter, aa there woald be no trade for it, and 
that these oonaiderationa would be an eHeo- 
tual protection against monopolizing the 
land. Aa a proof of hia contentions Mr. 
Davie pointed CO the C.P.R., whloh receiv- 
ing a grant of 23,000,000 acres from the 
Dominion Government, bo far from looking 
it up, were only too glad to sell it 
at $1 00 per acre. Continuing iiis argu- 
ment, Mr. Davie said the granting 'of lands 
to railroads, in the manner before men- 
tioned, meant the'gettiog of; the lands into 
private hands, and so aeouring a revenue for 
the country. That ao far from monopoly in 
land following these grants to oompuiiee for 
railroad purposes, the experience of the 
C. P. R. pointed in a direoily opposite dir- 
ection. He referred, too, to the Northern 
Pacific railway in the United Scales, the 
company being, he said, only too glad to 
get rid of its land at any price, upon tho 
moat libjral terms, la fact, ho said, tho 
railway compani«a are simply large land 
agents. He instanced aa proof of tho un- 
soundness of Boyco'd conclusion, tho fact 
that in the Now England stiites hundreds of 
farms and thousands of ho dings have been 
abandoned by their former occupinis, and 
that no ODO now onn bo found to take thom 
up. Hodcduced from tho forogoiug that what 
was wanting wus nnt land, but capital, and 
a market for what the land would produce, 
and that it ia jutt such cries as those 
raised by ogitatoiH of the Tu'ly Boyoe 

■ and K»i'h type that kcop capitnl iiway, 
find 1.1' " 'i'!" I'md times for tho woikingmun 
M," I) v-^ nl'i) made a vigorous reply to 
li lyct-.'a biui^Ih tax i heorics. Ho pointtd out 
that the single tax meant, practically, that 
tho man with S10O,000 in tho bank, who 
feeds upon chimpugne and oysters and tho 
fat of the land, ia to csc^ipo taxation, whilst 
the toiler on the land is to pay all, although 
ho lives and has to ^xlat vvith the utmoat 
frugality, sometimes even' feeling the point 
of actual want.

The members of the present guvernment 
have never asked a alavish support from the 
members on their aide of the houae, They 
rely upon ao conducting tho afTaira of tho 
country aa to meet the views of those who 
give these matters unprejudiced considera- 
tion, which is tho essence of responsible gov- 
ernment. They have not atked their sup- 
porters for a vote which was not given oon- 
aoientloualy. A government which haa fol- 
lowed auch a course can with oonfldence as 
to the result ask thoBulIragos of the electors 
of the Province. The ministry has carried 
out tho will of the logiolaturo with energy, 
prudence and executive ability, and tho 
electors will beat servo their riding and the 
Province by voting for the candidate who 
gives the government a general support, but 
who has independence to maintain in party 
counsola and in tho houao tho policy upon 
which he aska election. 

Mr. G. B Martin during tho past week 
baa visited Grand Prairie and Ducks settle- 
ments, and on Wedneaday wont up the west 
side of the North Thompson. Ho bus boon 
well received everywhere, and found tho 
complaints against himself as a member and 
Bgainat tho present government very small. 
A public meeting in Kamloopa will' be an- 
nounced ahortly. 

With his excellent record of hia twelve 
years of aervico in the houae, Mr. Martin, 
with oonfidonco in the result, can appeal to 
the electors of North Yalo for their auff- 
ragea, and in considering tho probable ro- 
tults of tho olootion of cither candidate, we 
think the people of North Yale will hesitate 
before oaating a vote which would tend to- 
ward defeating Mr. Martin or the present 
government, against which this riding has 
little cause for complaint. 

Mr. Wardle, government candidate for 
West Yale, spent a few days in town last 
week. At a meeting in ^the ooart boaie he 
said he waa an independent , aupporter of 
the preaent government.';^ He reaerved the 
right to himself to vote againati the gov- 
ernment in any mmaiire wiiidh he con- 
sidered detrimental to hia oonatitnents. He 
wus In favor of opening np the Province 
with roads and bridges. He wonld endeikvor 
to have the land laws in regard to what is 
known as the railway belt made more favor- 
able to settlers. He wished to see the 
Nicola and Chiiliwack railways built, and 
he objected to the Canada Western. He 
favored the eight-hour system and increased 
taxation on Chinese. The meeting ad- 
journed with cheers for Mr. Wardle and the 
Davie government; . 

UP IN KOOTENAY. 

Mr. Brown Utterly Failed to Score a I'olnt 
Against Mr. Kelllo. 

(From the Inland Sentinel.) 
At Thompson's Landing Mr. Brown held 
political meeting unknown to Mr. Kellie, 
and stated that ho was sorry Mr. Kellie was 
not preaent, aa ho preferred to hold meet- 
ings where he had aome opposition. Mr. 
Brown had that opportunity on the evening 
of May 11 at Mr. Kellie's meeting in Bevel- 
atoke. During tho day conaideMble talk 
had been indulged in and such expressions 
UBcd as " Wait till Brown gets after Kellie." 
Mr. Brown niado an effort to do what his 
friends promised he would do, hot utterly 
failed to score a point against hb disponent. 
(From the Kootenar Mall.) 
Both candidates are able men, experi- 
enced in Icgislktive work, and each com- 
manda a respectable followiog throughout 
the riding. Most of the eleotora will vote 
frooi purely personal motives. There are, 
doubt, somo who will vote the 
Biraight party ticket, iirespective ot 
tho cundidhte representing that party. 
Both are "good- fellowu," and have 
personal frienda on the oppoaito side. 
However high political feoting may run in 
this constituency, it will not bo a case of 
condemnirg the government or downing the 
opposition ; but naa been from tho com- 
meuconieut, is now, and will bo until the 
election ia over, aimply a caae of Mr. 
Brown'a personal frienda against Mr. 
Kellie's pcraonal frienda. Thia ia not polit- 
ics, but it ia what passes for such in this 
country. It would bo difficult to work up 
an agitation ogainat the government in tho 
upper pare of the riding, but it is said that 
tlie lower portion is very strong for the op- 
position. The strength of the two parties 
in tho wholo riding is pretty evenly bal- 
anced, and whiohover candidate wins his 
majority will bo a small one.

. A EAPPT RESULT. 

We are very glad indeed to find that the 
Court of Conciliation has settled to the sat 
isfaotion of all conoeroed the dispute be- 
tween Mr. AdKms, oonbraotorfoe tha ppbliq 
buildings, and the atoneoatters in his eni' 
ploy. This mode of settling a labor dispute 
is eminently reason>ible and it ouc;ht to be 
completely ell'dotive. The representatives 
of the parties concerned meet to consider 
the matter in dispute, there is no coercion 
of any kind and no' res^aint except that 
wbieh good sense* good feeling and good 
Diannera enjoin. 3?he parties are free to 
state their case in their own way and to oon 
duct the inquiry in the manner that 
seems to them the best. In the 
course of the full, cool and 
calm consideration of the case diffionlties 
Boon appear to be less serious and grievances 
have a tendency to disappear altofjether, 
When the dispute la talked over in a good 
tempered way it haa a very difTerent appear- 
ance than when men wiangled over it when 
they wtre hot and angry. The very circum- 
Btanoe of'getting the oonoilia tors together to 
talk over the matter in a friendly way is 
oalonlated to go a very long way cowards 
the amicable settlement of a dispute. ' 

Wlien we saw the kind of mon who were 
chosen to settle this difficulty with the 
stonecutters and observed how calmly and 
reasonably thay went to work to con- 
aider the matter before them we 
felt certain that they would conie to 
a fair and reasonable decision. Merely to 
see the mon at work was calculated to give 
a r( ll?otiug man a moat favorable opinion of 
the L^bor Law, and to convince him that if 
it were judiciously operated it would be the 
means of doing a great deal of good. We 
believe that if it were resorted to in time 
labor disputes would very seldom indeed 
become serious. If, for instance, this stone- 
outters' disputehad beonreferrodto theCourt 
of Conciliation immediately after it arose, 
there would have been no stoppage of work 
or inconvenience or loss to either the con- 
traotors or the employes. The work could 
have gone on while the case was pending, 
Xhere need be no strike until all means of 
settling tbe dispute amicably had been 
tried and had failed. It seems to us now 
that the want of a compulsory clause is 
very far from being a defect in the law 
when considered from the standpoint of 
either the employer or the workingman. 

The part which Mr. Gray, the acting 
Deputy Commissioner, took in the dispute 
was most commendable. It was, we be- 
lieve, through his influence that the new 
law was applied to the oaao, and the aug- 
goations and cxplanationa which ho made 
and the advice which he gave, though in no 
■way interfering with the perfeot freedom 
from outside authority exeroised by the Con- 
oiliators, was of material assistance to them 
in conduotiag the inquiry. He well de- 
served the vote of thanks which was ten- 
dered him by the members of the Connoil 
of CoDciliation, 



CONFIRMATION WANTED. 

I'oUowers of the Government party in this 
city, as well as in other purta of the Pro- 
vince, are uaiug various moans to intimidate 
voters whoso politioul faith is not anchored 
to Davieinm. One of the moans oiiipli)y<;d 
is a wurniuH to the otTucl that Iho ballot ia 
not secret, but that, on tho contrary, it ia 
easy to tell how each man votes. — Cjlum 
Man. 

It is bettor to atop right hero and nail the 
atatemont while we have it. This ia a 
broad and sweeping aesertion. Before dia 
ouasing the question as to whether the ballot 
la secret or not we wantiproof that "Jfollow- 
era ot the Government" ate doing any such 
thing as alleged. ''We eball accept no ante 
e'.eotion' atatement prooeedin,g from the 
Columbian that is not accompanied by a bill 
of partioulara properly attested. Otherwise 
it may prove to bo another case of "rub- 
bishy seed," another of those " canards " for 
which, according to the Columbian, perpe 
tratoiBsbonld be " severely punished." We 
want the names of men who have'^lieen so 
frightened and of those who attempted to 
frighten thorn ; also tho nature of tho 
" warning " which has been issued. There 
ia a law againat intimidation in elections, 
and now is the time to enforce it. The 
Columbian Bbould not allow any conaidera 
tion to stand in the way of making this mat- 
ter as public as possible. 



SIGNIFIOANT SILBNOE. 

Mr. r. C. Cotton has nob yet replied to 
Mr. Gordon's letter of the 20th inst. That 
letter places Mr, Cotton before the people 
of British Columbia in on undesirable posi- 
tion. It represents him as a man who had 
abused the boundless oonfidonce of a friend 
in the moat unaorupulouj and the most 
heartless manner. Mr. Gordon, if hia state- 
ments are true, shows that Mr. 1*". C. Cot- 
ton ia a man who should not be trusted in 
any capacity. We do not roniombor over 
to have seen such grave aoousationa brought 
againat a man aeeking to bo placed by the 
people in a poaition'of ' trust and honor. 

Mr. Cotton regards himself and is re- 
garded by others as the Loader of the Oppo- 
sition to tho Government. It \h a reproaoh 
not to the Opposition only but to the people 
of the Provinoo generally that a man ac- 
knowledged to be fib to oconpy that position 
should be publicly accused of having acted 
in a way unworthy of an honorable or oven 
of an houeat man without hia promptly and 
indignantly repelling tho charge and prov- 
ing it to bo wholly without foundation. 

Wo muat say that wo are aurpriaod that 
the honeat and roapeotablo mon of the Oppoai- 
tion do not formally and publicly require Mr. 
Cotton to clear himself of the qbargea whioh 
Mr, Gordon has broiaght against him. It ia 
impossible for ua to understand why they 
continue to allow a man who permits himself 
to lie under auoh grave aocuaationa to be re- 
cognized as their leader. It ia not aa if the 
accusations were more campaign slanders 
trumped up by political opponents for the 
purpose of doing temporary damage to the 
Leader of the Opposition, They have been 
preferred by a man who is not a politloiau, 
and tho aubjoct matter of them has been in- 
vestigated by a court of law. The decision 
of that court has been against Mr. Cotton, 
and it ia because he refuses to divulge some 
of the' particulars of his transactions tbathe 
ia now imprisoned in the Westminster jail. 
If there was ever a case in whioh for their 
own sake and the aake of the people of the 
whole Province the supporters of a promi- 
nent publio man should consider it their 
duty to demand a full and frank ezplana- 
tion of conduct of hb, to whioh excep- 
tion had been taken frequently and pub- 
licly it ia this case of Cotton vs. Gor- 
don. If a huaincss mau is justified in 
requiring from an applicant for employment, 
say as clerk or bookkeeper, a full explana- 
tion of parte of his conduot|tbe rectitude of 
which had been called in question by a per- 
son who had formerly trusted him, is it not 
absolutely necessary for the eleotorato of 
■Vancouver to demand from Mr. Cotton the 
fullest and frankest account of his transao- 
tiona with Mr. Gordon 1 It should be re- 
membered that in this particular oase tbe 
■Vancouver electors are aoting for the elec- 
torate of the whole Province os well as for 
themselves. If they choose on unworthy 
person for so responsible and so important a 
position us Leader of the Opposition, 
the people of the whole Province will have 
to bear the disgrace and «tl tbe other evil 
consequences of the ohoice, as Well as them- 
selves. 

Sympathy with a man suffering undo- 
sorved reproaoh is praiseworthy, but to give 
encouragement to an evil-doorwho is bearing 
the punishment of his misdeeds is most 
blameable, and is,, besides, tbe outcome of a 
moat mischievous form of weakness. The 
question for the men of Yanoonver who 
value honesty and who consider integrity as 
necessary in the public servant as in the 
private employe to ask themselves is, is it 
right or ia it sofe to give our support to Mr. 
F. C. Cotton until ha makes it clear to all 
the world that he has not abused tbe trust 
confided in him by Mr. Gordon and that he 
ia an honest man 7

A HALT TO BB OALLBD. 

The nations of the Old World have for 
many years been spending immeuao suma in 
preparing for war. The constant drain on 
their resources is now most severely felt. 
All the nations of Europe are in straitened 
circumstances. Krery year each of them 
has to deplore a deficit. Thia shows that 
they are all spending more than they can 
afTord. When is thia war expenditure in a 
time of peace to atop ! Taxes are being 
increased and the peoples are complain- 
ing that they are required to carry 
more than they can bear, Q'he outlook 
for moat nutiona of tho Old Worl^ is dark* 
They do not know what thia constantly 
inoroa:iing military expenditure will lead to. 
Yet nonei of them can see ita way to atop. 
If one oeaaea to increase - ita armaments 
while all ita neighbors are spending larger 
and larger-sums on theirs, it will become so 
weak in comparison with tho others that ita 
defeccoleaa position muat invito attack, 
Whoia to call a halt? A writer in the 
Contemporary Review for June, impressed 
by the ever-increaaibg.expendlture for mill 
tary purpoaes,' says ; 

The various States have moved onward 
and ever onward at a constantly acoeler 
ating rate of speed, drivon by aoonrgea of 
auspicion and distrust, each fearing that ita 
neighbor waa stealing a march unawares, 
until the whole maea, gaining in momentum 
year by year, thunders downward in a fool 
frenzy of iDtornational suicide. In vain do 
the more rtllecting membora of tho stamped 
ed human herd protest and implore. Tbsy 
are swept; away by the irresistible rush of 
the multittide and their voices are lost . in 
the tramp of a milllon 'feet. 'But°'n6w that 
tho hideous chasm of. national bankruptcy 
grows immioenb beforejthe eyes, there is at 
last, for the first time, a chance— a chanob 
that must not and will not be lost^^' 

That chance ia, according to the writer, 

an ai^reoment among tho powers not to in- 
crease the expenditure for roilitory purposes. 
A "halt" is to be called. He says the 
question is now being diictiaaed with serioua 
earneatneaa in at least two of tbe Cabinets of 
Europe whether the nations cannot be 
brought to agree to stop increasing the aum 
annually spent in war preparations. It ia 
proposed to make tho expenditure, say of 
the preaent year, a maximum war 
budget. The expenditure ean be 
made less, but there la to be 
no increase; . In the paafc ; the 
military expenditure of European nations haa 
increased at the rate of 2,3 per cent, in six 
years. If thia could be stopped a very groat 
service would be done to humanity gener 
ally. But who is to begin the work ? What 
nation is to be the first to ory " halt" and 
to obey ita own oommand. The writer be' 
lioveg that for various reasons France shdnld 
be that nation. He believes that if the 
French would cease to increase their arma 
ments other nations would gladly follow their 
example. But if France refuses then the 
other nations must keep on increasing 
their war budgets. Italy must to 'save 
itself from bankruptoy reduce its army. 
Austria will gladly welcome any under- 
standing that would relieve the Empire- 
Kingdom of a burden which is almost intol- 
erable. Germany would adopt the ,new 
policy if it were once . assured that it 
would be followed by Franoel ' Ruaaia, the 
writer believea to bo for peace, " There Is 
even less doubt," ho says, " about the (atti- 
tude of tho Russian Emperor. Western 
statesmen have learned to reoognizo iu thia 
ailent and reserved sovereign the mosl valu 
able life in Europe. Alexander III, it unod 
to be said, has but one ambition, to leave 
behind him a record of a reign unstained by 
a single war. Ha has ever been faithful to 
that high ideal, and it would seem of late 
he has aspired to a still higher role of pre- 
venting any other power breaking the 
peace,"

STABBED TO DEATH. 



French Pi'esldent Carnot the Victim 
of An Italian Anarchist's 
Dagger. 



How the Foul Crime Was Committed 
—Indignation the World 
Over. 



Paris, June 25.— Sadl Carnot, preaideot 
of the Frenoh repablio, waa atabbed mor- 
tally last evening in Lyons by Cuesi^rio 
Santo, an Italian anarohist, 21 years old. 
President Carnot went to Lyons to visit the 
exhibition of arts, soiences and industries. 
He lefb the Chamber cf Comnicroe bauquet 
shortly after 9 o'olook and wallied to bia 
carriage in the Place de la Bourse. He had 
hardly talien his seat when Sonto, a nowa- 
paper in hand, sprang upon the carriage 
steps, Bnatobed a dagger from the news- 
jpsperand plaoged it into the President's 
'abaoineii near the liver. The President 
'Stank back unoonaoioua. Aa Santo sprang 
ifrdm the. carriage atep' and^triod^.to eadape 
f he waa seizad 'and'.anrroQqded,'^Bn'd',b'at''ior 
the prompt interference ofithe pplio'e would 
'have been torn and.itranipled '^tc>';death on 
the spot. Infuriated'browdB'aoo'n' filled the 
' streets. Before 10' o'clock an Italian 
' reataarant had been aacked, and the pnlica 
were obliged to strain every nerve to pro- 
tect the Italian consulate. 

President Uurnot arrived in Lvonj yester- 
day. Ho was accompanied by Gdocral U ir- 
iuB, chief of his military household, most of 
hia other household ofEoers, Premier "Dj- 
puy, M. Bourdoau and other membara of 
the cabinet. He was received at the sta- 
tion by tha mayor und.diatrioc oflbials, who, 
in twenty-seven landaua drawn by hotsdo 
draped with the tri-oolor, escorted him and 
his party to the Hotel do Vilie, about three 
kilometres distant. Cheeriug crowds gave 
him such a welcome as ho hud seldom re- 
ceived. There was luncheon at the Hotel 
de Ville, and in tho evening a dinner at the 
prefecture. From tho balcony of the pre- 
fecture the president reviewed a large torch 
light prooesaion. which was followed by fire- 
works and an illumination. He planned to 
go to the Grand theatre this evening, after 
the biiiquet. Ho was iu a particularly 
happy mood, and was noticeably elated by 
toe cordiality of his recaption. He was 
cheered incesaantly from tho moment hij left 
the chamber of commerce until he took the 
carriage for the theatre. 

Premier Dupuy, arrived here from 
Lyons to-day. At;Oonference of the niAjor- 
iry of the mmiatera this morning it was de- 
cided to convene congress at Versailles on 
Wednesday to elect u President, They 
favor Caiimir Perier. 

Prominent membora of tho Italian colony 
; in Paris are actively engoged in appending 
'their own aii;natures, and obtaining others, 
' to an address to the widow of the murdered 
President), expreaaing their horror, at ^ his 
Bsaasaihation and their sympathy and oon- 
dolenoe with hia family and coantry. Sev- 
eral Italians'were attacked by a mob'oh the 
Quai Monbebello to-day and the moat stren- 
,.uou8 efforts of the police were req'alred to 
^save their' fives'.' ' ' Snbaequently ahti^Ital- 
ian demonstrationa were made in front of 
the Italian embaasy and.. qonjulate.. . Both 
wero peremptorily auppressed by the police 
who were in strong f jrcs in the vicinity in 
anticipation of some such demonstration. 

Premier Dupuy has received a telcgrnm 
from Haron Blanc, Italian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, declaring in the name of Kiog 
Humbert,'tho peopleof tbeKingdom of Italy, 
the two parliamentary chambers and the 
ministry, their detestation of the horrible 
crime, and assuring him that all shared the 
grief into which they had been plunged by 
Che hand of an anarchist, a man without a 
isountry, 

Mme. Carnot having withdrawn her ob- 
jections to an autopsy, an examination of 
the lata President's body was made and a 
statement to the following tStot was snbse- 
quently made ; " The liver was horribly 
Vvounded. Tha dagger pierced it through 
to a depth of five inches. The aortic 
■vein was severed and one rib was 
troken. Tho weapon penetrated fully 
seven inches beneath the aurface. 
The abdominal' cavity- 'obntained two 
qu arts of blood. Internally the wound ap- 
peared only aboub an inoh Jong under the 
.breast. Tha dagger mnab ' have been under 
strong pressure, otherwise it could not have 
penetrated so far." At 3 o'olook this after- 
noon the President's body was placed iu the 
coffivi. Tho Mayor of Lyons has issued a 
^ilourning proclamation in which ho says : 
" Cursed bo the criminal ; cursed bo tho 
wretches who by their doctrines and writ- 
ings armed tho a9Bi>?eir." 

In the ccurao of iho ministerial council at 
the Elysce this morning, tho question wa? 
raised and diacuascd as to the power of Jl 
Chillcmol Licour, President of the Senate, 
to convoke the National Congress on Wed- 
nesday, tho day which he has fixed for that 
body to asEomble ut Versailles. Premier 
Uapuy difended the action of M. Challemel 
Lacour on tha ground that a new President 
must be elected within three days of the 
decease of the former executive. Wednes- 
day waa fixed in order to enable deputies 
living'in plaoea diatanb from Paris to arrive 

' in time to vote in the 'Veranillea congress. 
'Xhe police have succeeded in obtaining the 
following information in regard to the move- 
ments 6f the' aBBasBin,,Santo : After leaving 
Italy he live'd at diffr'fesiii times In Lausanne 
and Geneva, Switzerland, and afterwards in 
Lyons. From this city he went to Cette, 
France, where he Bpent the last year work- 
ing as a baker. He reached Lyons from 
Cotte at o'olook on Sunday evening. It is 
learned that his real namo is Cit'3ikrio and his 
Christian name San Huerroniuo. He is 10 
yeurb of age and was known to the po- 
lice of Cotte aa a militant anarch- 
ist ; ho waa sober ond induatriouH, 
but taciturn in his manner. Ho was u great 
reader, and outspoken only when anarchist 
theories wero discussed. The police cllioiul 
who went to Cotte to trace the assaasin had 
an interview with Mmo. Viala, who kept 
tho baker's ahop in which the murderer 
worked. She says Caesario left her employ 
on Saturday, having given up hia placo on 
account of a quarrel. Ho had received tho 
money that was duo him and diuappoarod. 
He left a box containing hia effects in his 
lodgings. This tho police opened but found 
not hie g compromising therein. Caesario it wca 
found purohaaid tho poignard with which 
ho committed tho murder. This discovery 
gives rise to the belief that his quarrel in 
tho baker shop was merely a pretext for 
leaving Cetto and coming to Lyons to fulfil 
tho murderous miesiou to which he was aa- 
signed by his asaooiato anarohiata. 
The council are to introduce a bill in the 

.'Ohambers aooording to M. Carnot a national 
funeral.

BdMR,r!Juhe25.-7lhe polioehave.nob yet 
identified Carnot'rJuaBnjn'f as ^.ati '! Italian 
anhjecti. ' The generial opinion ia that) he ia 
inaane. Premier Criapi announced the death 
of Carnot in the chamber of deputies to-day 
with considerable emotion, and added: 
"Italy will join France in her mourning." 
After adopting resolutions of sympathy and 
condolence, tho chamber adjourned. Flags 
throughout the city are at holt mast. The 
Pope ia deeply affected by the assassination. 
Ho has asked for prayers that complications 
between France and Italy may be averted. 

The Pope has sent a telegram to M. 
Hanotaux, French minister of Foreign 
Affairs, expreaaing his great sorrow at the 
death of President Carnot, and ofiTering his 
sympathy. 

King Humbert to-day sent a telegram to 
Mmo. Carnot saysng : " Tho blow that 
struck your husband struck at the same 
time my heart. The Queen's grief is pro- 
found. Italy is wounded not less than 
Franco. All share your mourning." 

Wasiiinoto.s', June 25. — Secretary Gres- 
ham on rrcoiving the announcement of Fro- 
>idi>nt Carnot's aasasaination notified tho 
I'rotidcnt, who sent a message notifying tho 
senate and tho house, saying that the terri- 
ble (uent could not fail to arouse tho sym- 
pathy of tho American nation. The house 
iirijourneri after iidoptiug roaolutions of con- 
dolenco and avinuithy with the French 
nation and Mmo. Carnot. 

'I'ho assassination was referred to in tho 
ooening prayer in the senate to-day. Sen- 
ator Morgan offdrod a resolution of sym- 
pathy with the people o' France in their 
beroavement, and called for un adjournment 
as a mark of rosppot due to tho memory of 
M. Carnot. Ho alao requested that tho 
government communicate the resolutions to 
the government of France and Mme. Carnot. 
Senn'-if Morgan ap iko ot length in favor of 
the roaolutions. He deplored the existence 
o' men who under the sacred name of liber- 
ty resorted to most horrible crimes, and con- 
cluded with a highly eulogistic tribute to 
the memory of the deceased vresident^ 
Senator Sherman also spokej and the reBOIa'-' 
tions wero adopted. 

Ottawa, June 25.~0win'g to the death of 
President Carnot, flags are floating at half 
mast from the parliament hnildioga to-day. 

Lokd6k, June .-25. — Minister of Foreign 
Aifjilrs Lord' Kimberly officially expcesaod 
sorrow at the French embassy, to-day. ,. Tbe 
Prince of Wales' siant, a- measage of'' oondbI> 
enoe. 

The House of Commons was filled with 
members and visitors at the opening oi to- 
day's sitting. Tho sympathy of the mem- 
bers with France was fully expressed. Sir 
William Earcourt arose and announced that 
to-morrow ho would move an address to the 
Queen, requesting Her Majesty to associate 
any sentiment of hor own feeling which 
might convey to Franca tho abhorrence with 
which the Houao of Commons regarded tho 
crime which had deprived President Carnot 
of his life. The announcement was received 
with cheers. Lord Rosebery gave notice in 
the House of Lords that to morrow he would 
offer a motion similar to the one announced 
in the House of Comirms. 

New York. June 25. — The aasassination 
unsettled the European markets and oiusod 
a fractional deoline here at tho opening.

W'ELLiNiJTON-, Juno 2.1 — (Spooittl. )— A 
largely attended mooting waa held horo thia 
evening to nivo the electors an opportunity 
of hearing Mr. John Bryden, the govern- 
ment candidate, exprosa bia views on the 
:nioat important provincial issaes of the day. 
Mr. J. B. Hugo waa voted to the chair, and 
Mr. J. Matthews acted as seorotary. The 
chairman expressed the hope that the gon< 
tlemen present'^^OttjdJ.be 'attientty orderly 
and courtooua to iall tbo Bpeakera, W ith 
the DssiBtance of the audience he promised 
to conduct the meeting in a fair and impar 
t al manner. 

Mr. Bryden was then introduced, and was 
moat heartily and enthusiastically received, 
the applause which greeted his appearance on 
theplatformbeinR bothvigorous and prolong- 
ed. He dxprcsaed the aatiafaction he felt at 
obaerving tha keen iatorost evinced by the 
people of Wellington and the aurrounding 
aettlement in the affiirs of the Province. It 
■was a good augury. He spoke briefly re 
specting his candidature, saying that he 
appeared before the electors to-night under 
different oircumatanoes than at former meet- 
ingB,lfisMinuoh aa previously he had ox- 
preaaeil to'the'm his willingness to withdraw 
in favor of any other eligible candidate that 
the electors ainv fit to nominate as a govern- 
ment supporter to represent their interests. 
He WM now, however, bonnd and had 
pledgiad binisolf to the government anpport- 
era aa'their candidate, mi was therefore in 
the field to win. He obQsidered tlut it was 
bla dnty tio aeek to be retamed, as it was 
the electors' t6 endeavor to return bim. 

Mr. Bryden then read questions as sub- 
mitted to him by the royal oommlsBion ap- 
pointed July 5th, 18S4, to investigate into 
and report on the subject of Chinese immi- 
gration, with his answers and the answers 
given by others, commenting briefly on each. 
He next referred to the platform upon 
which ho soughc election and whioh he ox- 
plained hud been got up by his committee 
and had lioeu Eubniitted to him for oonsid- 
oration and npproval. He bad studied it 
well, annlyzod every plunk, and it received 
his full and hearty approval. It waa aound, 
well oonatcucted, comprehenaive, and dur- 
able, and he would pledge himaelf to en- 
deavor to have the diflieront declarations en- 
tered on the statutes of the provinco, 

Hio addreea, as issued to the electors, waa 
taken np and each paragraph considered. 
The oxtenaion of the E, wnd N. Railway to 
Comox would, he said, give the settlers a 
long desired avenue of communication, and 
a nmch better opportunity of sending their 
produce to the markets. It would not be 
an undivided advantafje, as not the far- 
mers alone but the conaumors also, would be 
thereby bentfitted, for there would both be 
a greater quantity and a better and fresher 
quality of farm products offered for provin- 
cial consumption. In regard to the killing 
and atealing of cattle, be urged that the law 
be more strictly euforoed. 

In respect to the pluak favoring the pro- 
vince borrowing money at a low rate of in- 
terest and advancing it to settlers for actual 
improvements on land, he thought it would 
tend to a much greater development of the 
farming lands of the province, and would be 
of very great assistance to workingmen 
desirous of taking up land, for it waa moat 
difficnlt, he saidi for workingmen with small 
' Capital to acquire holdings, particularly 
nndeif :tbe oonditions ithioh prevail here of 
either;he&viIyH{mb8redluidKdi&^^ 
cult to drain. There neceaaarily waa a great 
lengtb of. time elapaed before any retnrna 
were realized, and benos the need of aaaiat- 
;anoe.;i|' ;■■ 

;';,V'In regard to the government's expressed 
intention of inaugurating a policy under 
'tvbioh small holdings can be acquired in the 
neighborhood of cities, he said that be 
would strongly support an expansion o( this 
system. It would givo the industrious a 
happy and healthy independent means of 
supporting themselves and their families, 
and would at the same time add very 
materially to the wealth and revenue of the 
province. 

He next spoke at oonsidarable length re- 
specting the development of the deep aea 
fisherioH, urging that theeo were an unde- 
veloped Eource of wealth, and stating that 
he would use his greatest influenco to in- 
troduce some system of developing thii very 
necessary and important industry. Touch- 
ing upon mining operations and their in- 
cidental danger, he said that be would sup- 
port any practical moaaare^that.' tended to 
the couvenicccj and safety of tbe men em- 
ployed in mining. 

Any aohemo tending to bring about 
friendly relations between employers and 
employes in the nature of conciliation and 
arbitration in labor .^diapntea would receive 
both hiaayropithy and hia support. 

In regard to the Chinese problem, it was 
pretty geneiully recognized that it was be- 
yond provincial juriediotion to deal com- 
prehcnaively with. As royal commisaions 
hud been pre-eminently sucoessful in the 
pa&t in dealing with each di£Bcalt questions, 
ha thought that a oommiasion comooaed of 
Imperial, Ufominioh -and Pcovinoial repre- 
. aentatiyea could deal with the matter in a 
aatiafactory.aud constitutional manner. Ho 
dwelt more or lusa briefly on the other 

glanka iri'.bla address ; in regard to himself 
, e bad little to aay. Ho had been living 
amonjgst.tbem thirty-two years and hia 
record was before them. They knew him 
well. After speaking in a strong una 
forcible manner for an hour ho thanked tho 
large audleooe for their kind and apprecia- 
'ttve attention, and took hia seat amidst 
cheers which were oontinaed for several 
minutes. 

Mr. Smith, the opposition candidate, was 
then called upon, fjo stid that after per- 
using Mr. lirydon'a platform ho could not 
BOO why he (Mr. Bryden) had not come out 
us an oppoBicion candidate. Ho could not 
find one ainglo obj;ctio:i to Mr. Brydon's 
addroaa, but thought thiit it was incoaaiat- 
ont with the govornmonl'a policy. Tho 
speaker dwelt at conaidoruble length on the 
extension of tiin E. it N. Riilway to Comox. 
and spoke briefly on the financial policy of 
the government, which ho criticised, stating 
that he did not think the government's 
credit was nearly so good as Mr. Bryden 
represented it to bo. He was in favor of 
compulsory arbitration, aa ho did not think 
conciliation would be elTeotive. He apoke 
for tifty minutea but apparently with little 
cfTeot on the audience, whom he thanked 
for their kind attention and resumed bis 
seat, 

Mr. Alex. Sharp, who waa next called up- 
on, rose amidst very great applauae. He

related a atory respecting a dispute between 
a man and a woman in the old country. 
The former owned a parrot and the latter a 
crow. The man stated that hia parrot waa 
a better talUer than her crow. "Ah," she 
said, "your parrot may be a good talker, 
but my crow does the thinking." Mr. 
Smith nad thrown oway hia platform, had 
adopted Mr. Bryden's untiro, and had de- 
livered a moat eloquent apoeoh on the pro- 
duct of Mr. Brydon's thought. Mr. Sharp 
then defended the policy of tho government 
In a moat forceful addtesa, eliciting hearty 
responses throughout, and clearly showiug 
that the sympathy of the audience waa with 
him. He lucidly and conclusively demon- 
atratod how the expansive ayatem of tho 
government waa the best policy, and how the 
building of railways developed tho country, 
opened up its mines and gave work 
to labor of all kinds. _ Ha inatanood 
the development of the Kootenay country 
as a result of the progressive and expansive 
policy of the government, and said that tho 
history of tha Province might bo divided in- 
two parts— one a non-progressive and tho 
other a progressive era. Within the last 
few years only had the Province shown signs 
of healthy expansion. Tho government waa, 
ho declared, composed of tho very best ma- 
terial in the Provinco. 

" In conclusion," he said, "if we return 
Mr. Bryden, we will be represented by a 
liberal-minded man, one well-known to _ua, 
in whose probity everyone present has im- 
plicit confidence — one who knows our wants 
aud requirements, and who will earnestly 
seek to further our interests." 

Mr. .Hoirrobin followed Mr, Sharp. He 
denied that Mr.Smith had thrown aside tho 
" Reform Club platform " and adopted Mr. 
Brydon's. Ho liUewiao criticised in a gen- 
eral way the policy of the government, and 
apoke briefly respeotiog mining, particularly 
respedtlng aonene'd doal;^ 

Mr; Edward Biokle,':Wh6 next rose to ad- 
dress the meeting, was 'r very well received. 
He askisdjthe audienoe' which' of ' the two 
ckudidatea was better qualified to represent 
them— Mr. Bryden, who had had such a 
long residence and had gained thereby a 
thorough and accurate knowledge of 
tho rfquiromonts of the district ; 
or Mr. Smith, who is both a 
stranger to the electors and to the district ? 
He ridionled tho plank in the Reform Club 
platform favoring tho purchase of the E. & 
N. Railway, and laughingly remaikod that 
if the E & N. wore acquired by tho govern- 
ment Mr. T. Keith would bo uppointod 
preaident ; Mr. Horrobin vico-proaiilent and 
Mr. TuUy Boyoo gonorul freight and passen- 
ger agent. Thia Btutemoot was too much 
for the audience, everyone preaent being 
convulsed with laughter. The speaker was 
enthusiastically applauded throughout bia 
keen and tolliug epeeoh. 

Mr. J. Thompi3on was then called upon. 
He oriticiatd tho " Reform Club pUtform," 
being particularly eovero on tho pluuU favor- 
ing the purchase of the E & N. R., and 
suid that it is a well known fi'.ct that tho 
railroad is not a paying concern, and that if 
it were bought and operated by the govern- 
ment there would be a yearly deficit. If on 
tho other hand it were leased to a company, 
the company would require an annual sub- 
aidy from the government before conaenting 
to take over and operate. a concern that waa 
not paying running expenses. Ho commented 
briefly and at times severely on the other 
planks of the platform, and waa roundly 
cheered on reauming his seat. 

Mr. Dillon then addressed tho meeting 
briefly. He said that Mr. Bryden boing so 
well known.and Mr. Smith being a stranger 
it was the duty of the electors to return Mr. 
Bry den . by a / large and overwhelming 
majo^ity^,1>aH8^'JBa^d,;^judglng^from 
Smith'a bohddot and genwal ' ihtetllgehbe-fae 
would be a government aupporter four years 
hence. His remarks throughout ^ere veil 
and heartily received. i . - . 

Mr. Bryden, on risinft to reply, ataited that 
nothing bad been said that called foe further 
comment. He thanked the audience, for 
their kind attention and oonalderatibb^.ihe 
audience agiin manifestiDg.their.high appre- 
ciation of tbe speaker. 

Mr. Smith moved a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, to which a hourly response was 
given, and the m-ioting then closed.

It'.swell for young and inexperienced 
honsokeepers tb.rememher that reliable 
salesmen in the' costliest qnceiisware 
stores never advise the purclia.so of china 
as a nucleus of dining room o.ssentiaLs, 
rmlos.s tho pnrcliascr has an annual in- 
come of ^;;!,000 to $5,000. 

With French or English cliiua as a 
foundation, everything else in table 
service must he in keeping or good taste 
is violated. 

For general uso a good English earth- 
en dinner set is unsirrpassed. America 
leads tho world iu tho maiiufactiu'o of 
out glass and: fine ontlery,' hat at has 
yot to make a" good earthenware. A 
Copcland or Couldon set in heavily cov- 
ered design of Ijlue ;ind white, tho lids 
of tho covered dishes partaking that of 
silver shapes, costs $40. There are 150 
pieces in a "set. " It's not easily chip- 
ped, and iu durability it surp.asscs any 
domestic ware. Its exquisite gl;«o and 
perfect coloring are always restful as 
well as decorative. Broken pieces may 
bo readily n.'Dk'uishcd at small cost. If 
ono dozen plates are broken iu a year, 
$3.65 will replace thcni. English carth- 
euwaro conies in gre;tt variety of qual- 
ity and design. In tho present market 
sets may ho had as low as $15. Despite 
sots iu eartheuwaro aud china, as suits 
iu furnitnro h.ivo ceased . to be good 
form, tho honsokeoper of limited means 
will do well to iuvost in a dinner sot 
of good English ware.

tho atalute book are tho reeult of agitation. 
Anything that has ever been legialated into 
exiatonce can be legialated out. The policy 
of tho tomperanoo reform to-day waa to find 
out the ottuae of tho evil and then to reniova 
the cause. The speaker believed firmly in 
the ultimate overthrow of the traffic— that 
the great need of tho day in this work is 
faith and organizition. Where bad men 
combine good must conibiuo. If they be- 
lieved' in prohibition the pecp)e must elect 
their belief. 

Bev. Mr. Baldwin said that there was one 
thing he liked about the saloon, »nd thia 
was; that it waa intolerably' bad-^ becuuao 
law never rose npagainat a bad condition of 
things until they beoame intolerably bad— 
and concluded with a hope ^ that Ood would 
prosper tho women in their work until they 
formulated plans that would' make them- 
eelvea folt at the ballot-b.x.
